Oliver Miller 
was this morning 
sentenced to a term in the Eastern 
Penitentiary of not less than fifteen 
months or more than three years. He 
was found guilty this week of assault 
and battery on Samuel Hartwell, dur­ 
ing a visit of the latter to hi3 (Ilart- 
zell’s) farm , on which Miller was 
living. 
The Court 
in pronouncing 
sentence said: 
“ Mr. Miller, the Court has given 
your case very careful consideration. 
We regard your attack on Mr. Hart- 
zell as unprovoked and unwarranted. 
Its vicious character was such that 
some rather severe* 
punishment is 
necessary. 
Your ungovernable 
tem ­ 
per has made you more or less of a 
menace to the community.'’ 
William Byrd, who pleaded guilty 
to the theft of a number of articles 
from baggage at the Philadelphia and 
Reading station, was sent to the Glen 
Mills school. He denied any knowledge 
of a silk evening dress that is miss­ 
ing, and also stuck to his story that 
a missing trunk was given by him 
to a negro who, he thought, was the 
owner. 
His father told that the boy 
had gone contrary to his home teach­ 
ing, that he had warned the lad that 
the bunch of keys he had would get 
him into trouble, and the father also 
intimated that his son was beyond 
his control. 
ll. M. S. Staley, who has been in 
the county jail since March 20th, was 
given his freedom on condition that 
he leave the county. He told a plaus­ 
ible story of having lost his position 
in New York when the Government 
took over the factory in which he was 
working. 
Living was expensive and 
wages were low, so he decided to hike 
to Somerset County where he has a 
brother living. 
Un the way through 
Fairfield he was arrested and was 
brought to Gettysburg where he had 
since been confined. 
He is of rather 
genteel appearance, and claimed he 
was formerly in the show business. 
The four lads, ranging in age from 
7 to ll years, who were accused of 
breaking into the foundry of Calvin 
Gilbert in the daytime, were told by 
the Court that they were to report 
monthly to the District Attorney and 
to pay $1.50 each a t some time dur­ 
ing the next six months. This money 
they are expected to earn by their 
own efforts.

George C. Fling, of Chambersburg, 
has received two interesting letters 
from his brother, Robert Fling, who 
is with an ambulance company with 
the American army in France. The 
one letter trils that Private Fling has 
been gamed and 
is in the hospital. 
Although he was, at the time the let­ 
ter was written, unable to speak, his 
injuries were healing under treatm ent 
and he expected to get back in the 
thick of it before long. 
The letter written on March 23, has 
much of public interest in it, and is 
as follows: 


“ You are always right, and I believe 
you do write to me real often but 
while one ts doing his duty 
in the 
trenches his mail does not reach him 
very promptly. 
Y’es, we are in real 
war, ami the fact is brought to one 
more forcibly while being 
in 
our 
place. 
While in training one did not 
realize what it was and many a time 
I could not realize what was told in 
newspapers and 
magazines. 
But—I 
have learned it was the truth. 
"I reckon you would be glad to be 
in my place. 
It is a place where one 
finds hts true self. There ii no place 
for the weakling. 
Our commanding 
officer used to tell us that it ‘is a 
man’s country, ami it takes a man to 
get by’. 
He spoke the truth. 
“I reckon you have read about the 
Hun’s gas, and what the results were. 
I have passed many of such attacks, 
and am not the worse for it. 
One 
siege of mustard gas lasted quite a 
while, but no damage to amount to 
very much, happened. 
I can tell you 
it was not Fritz’s fault. 
The Yan­ 
kees are capable of coping with such. 
"Y’ou no doubt are acquainted with 
the duties of a litter-bearer. 
Much 
has been written about them but lit­ 
tle has been said. 
It is almost 
an 
impossibility to describe the evacua­ 
tion of a wounded man during fire, 
but, we get them there regardless of 
the difficulties. We tan not take them 
through the trenches at all times and 
‘over the top’ the ‘Pill Rollers’ go, 
regardless of the dangers. 
“My litter squad has been cited for 
tnoroughness and doing their duty at 
dangerous times. 


“ Fritz is quite active of late, 
and 
you can bet he is not getting away 
with anything bkt* that. 
Every shell 
he sends over, you can bet that he 
will be repaid with interest. 
“ W ar is no respecter of 
rank and 
grade. I have had the rtonor to carry 
Captain Roosevelt on a litter when he 
was wounded, and he sure is a plucky 
chap, and does a credit to his dad, who 
will have reason to feel proud of him. 
When we put him on an ambulance 
he remarl J I: ‘I am coming back for 
another crack at the Boche’. 
T hat’s 
the spirit of the troops. 
“I am due to return to a rest camp 
in a few days, and I would just aa 
soon stay where I am. 
Plenty of 
action and excitement helps the days 
to pass and it will .not be long be­ 
fore I 
am entitled to 
two service 
stripes. I am not looking for wound­ 
ed stripes. 
“One of our expressions when we 
receive an easy sector to work in is 
‘We are sitting on the world’, but 
sometimes we are on a toboggan, and 
must have a firmer hold. 
“I have another souvenir for you— 
that is for you to keep until my re­ 
turn. 
It is a real one, and I had to 
take some chances in getting it. 
A 
few of us went out 
on 
No Man’s 
Land for a pleasure trip, and I got 
a German watch, in good condition, 
minus two hands. I am going to have 
it repaired and will send it to you.”
